W itness 
conversed w ith M cPhail and the la t­ 
te r said he had been in the store half 
an hour before, but upon learning th at 
it w as afte r tw o o’clock, M cPhail said 
th a t 
he 
m ust 
have 
been 
out 
longer, as he generally closed at 11.30 
o ’clock. 
H e said fu rth e r th a t he was 
in bed and a m an nam ed Joe Boothlv 
threw a stone at his window and told 
him the store was on fire. 
M cPhall 
sta te d th a t he ran to th e fire and got 
th ere before the firem en. 
W itness asked M cPhail w hat caused 
th e fire and M cPhail a t first said th at 
he had a box containing a cat and 
k itten s and several tubs of lard where 
th e fire broke out. 
But later he said 
th e cat and kittens were in the cellar. 
W hen w itness asked M cPhall lf his 
place w as insured M cPhall at first re­ 
plied th a t he had none. 
L ater he said 
he w as insured but th a t the insurance 
h ad run out a few days before. 
F in a l­ 
ly he said th a t his insurance had run 
o u t in July. 
He could not tell where 
his Insurance poll* lee were and said 
th a t he had received no notice from 
the insurance com panies to the effect 
th a t his insurance w as out.

side and the vocal organs. 
The patient was George Joyce, twen- 
ty-slx years old, a tinsmith, of No. 505 
E ast One H undrcth and Sixty-fifth 
street. 
While alighting from an Amsterdam 
avenue car at 
One H undred utul Six­ 
ty-fourth street on August 18, he was 
hurled to the pavement, striking on his 
head. 
As a result he became p a r­ 
alyzed. 
After examining the 
patient 
for 
some duys, Dr. Le Boutilller decided 
that the paralysis was caused by u 
clot of blood on the right side of the 
brain. 
Deciding where the clot was located, 
the surgeons bored a hole in the skull 
of Joyce. 
Their theories were so accu­ 
rate that the blood clot was discovered 
right under the perforation of 
the 
skull. 
The blood clot was 
removed 
skilfully, and then the patient was 
carefully' watched night and day. 
In a couple of days Joyce was able 
to move his limbs. 
The 
paralysis 
gradually left the left side. 
But It was 
found that Joyce's vocal chords were 
paralyzed.

Chelmsford street, was called for trial 
this morning. 
McPhail pleaded not guilty and was 
represented by John J. Hogan, Esq. 
Over a dozen witnesses w ere sworn 
by the government. 
The first witness called w as Officer 
John W. Fox. who described M cPhail’? 
grocery shop 
a t 
368 
Chelmsford 
street. 
Chief H osm er of the Age departm ent 
testified th at on the night of the fire 
he found a blaze under the counter 
and he m et McPhail there. 
W itness 
conversed with McPhail and the la t­ 
ter said he had been in the store half 
an hour before, but upon learning th a t 
it was after two o’clock, M cPhail said 
th a t 
he 
m ust 
have 
been 
out 
longer, as he generally closed at 11.30 
o’clock. 
He said further th at he was 
in bed and a m an nam ed Joe Boothlv 
threw a stone at his window and told 
him the store was on fire. 
McPhail 
stated th a t he ran to the fire and got 
there before the firemen. 
W itness asked McPhail w hat caused 
the fire and McPhail at first said th a t 
he had a box containing a cat and 
kittens and several tubs of lard where 
the fire broke out. 
But later he said 
the cat and kittens were in the cellar. 
W hen witness asked McPhail if his 
place was insured McPhail a t first re ­ 
plied that he had none. 
L ater he said 
he was insured but th a t the insurance 
had run out a few days before. 
F in al­ 
ly he said th a t his insurance had run 
out in July. 
He could not tell where 
his insurance policies were and said 
th a t he had received no notice from 
the insurance companies to the effect 
th a t his insurance was out. 
Chief Hosmer then presented a b un­ 
dle of paper saturated with lard and 
kerosene oil which he found under a 
shelf near where the fire started. 
On cross-examination Chief Hosmer 
stated th a t he was one of the first fire­ 
men on the scene. 
It took only five 
m inutes to put out the fire after the 
departm ent got to work on It. At L aw ­ 
yer H ogan’s request Chief Hosm er put 
the charred paper to his nose and he 
stated t h a t ■ he could still smell kero­ 
sene oil and lard from it. 
Law yer Hogan called attention to the 
fact th a t kerosene oil could be smelled 
in all grocery stores and that it som e­ 
tim es leaks on to the 
floor 
at 
the 
pump. 
The kerosene pump, however, 
according to the witness, was not lo­ 
cated near where the fire occurred. 
Law yer Hogan brought out the fact 
th a t M cPhail’s insurance policy expired 
the day following the fire. Chief H os­ 
m er said that he saw no lard near 
where the fire started although Mc­ 
P hail told him there was a pail of lard 
near the fire. 
In 
conclusion 
Chief 
Hosmer 
and 
Law yer Hogan had a lengthy discus­ 
sion over the properties of kerosene oil. 
Sergeant John it. Crowley, the 
next 
witness testified: “ I was present at this 
fire on the night of tile lith and met the 
defendant 
I said to him: 
‘Kind of a 
hot tire and asked lf 
he had 
had any 
Insurance 
on 
it. 
McPhail 
that he had nope. 
McFhail told 
me 
that he had been out of the store Ila lf 
an hour but upon learning that it

A man named Joe 
Boothby threw pebbles at the

and informed him that the store was on

by the Boers. 
If 
half 
th* British outrages upon the 
Boers were reported, the 
civilised 
world would stand aghast at their re­ 
cital. This is m anifest from the fact 
that a London newspaper has been 
boycotted by the war department for 
publishing too much truth about the 
doings of th* British armies in South 
Africa.
